City Council last Tuesday 
evening heard the report of a 
fire hazard of such magnitude 
in the city’s northwest area, at 
Bailey Canyon, that city coun- 
cilmen immediately referred 
the matter to Fire Chief Jim 
Heasley, City Engineer Glenn 
B. Watson, and Water Superin¬ 
tendent A1 Freeland for investi¬ 
gation. 

Along with considerations of 
buying new fire fighting equip¬ 
ment, Council gave its atten¬ 
tion to a letter, signed by 23 of 
some of the most prominent 
names in Sierra Madre, describ¬ 
ing the threat of fire in the 
northwest canyon area that ap¬ 
proaches high intensity as the 
dry season continues and sum¬ 
mer approaches. 

The letter, written by Paul 
N. Carter, 716 N. Lima, stated 
in part: “Despite fencing and 
barricades, many picnickers 
and hikers find their way into 
this area. Since many , . . are 
not familiar with the summer

fire hazard, the risk is in¬ 
creased in proportion to the in¬ 
crease of population. 

“The mountainsides adjoin¬ 
ing Bailey Canyon have been 
the locale of serious fires. The 
writer has, during the past two 
summer seasons, seen evidence 
of campfires in unsafe lbca- 
tions on the canyon floor—left 
uncovered and not wet down.” 

The letter also refers to a 
road which, prior to 1938, ex¬ 
tended to the mouth of the 
canyon where a city water 
main crosses, and two fire hy¬ 
drants are located under City 
pressure, with two more on a 
private line. 

“Since part of the danger 
area is owned by the Los An¬ 
geles Flood Control District, it 
is suggested that their assis¬ 
tance may be obtained in 
jointly rebuilding the fire 
road.” 

Following hard upon one of 
Sierra Madre’s most wide¬ 
spread fires, which threatened 
an entire canyon community 
last week, the subject of fire 
prevention and the Volunteer 
Fire Department’s needs is fast 
becoming one of the City’s 
most immediate problems—as 
has long been suggested by 
Fire Chief Jim Heasley in his 
News column, “Fire Flames.” 

Another item on the Council’s 
agenda was the upholding of 
a recent Planning Commis¬ 
sion’s recommendation to deny 
the application of Mr. and Mrs. 
Thomas Buie to rezone the old 
Sierra Madre Hotel property, 
225 N. Lima, to R-3 (multiple 
residential). 

It was suggested to Attorney 
Robert H. Aarons, who repre¬ 
sented the Buies, that the hotel 
owners, who claim the 68-year- 
old structure is a “white ele¬ 
phant,” return with a request 
for a variance, showing a plan 
for the proposed change to a 
bungalow court, along with a 
sketch.

Sierra Madre.

Ekali, Greece. 

Our house is not much — 
but the country is beautiful. 
Tall, fragrant pine trees, Mt. 
Parnis brooding over us on the 
west, Pentolikon (?) on the east 
and, in between, the loveliest 
rolling hill country to be seen 
anywhere in the world. The 
road that goes by our house is 
a main highway to Athens and 
it is there that you see at one 
time or another all the sym¬ 
bols of conflicting influence 
and cultures that try to keep 
these countries from steering a 
direct, forward course. 

Passing Pageantry 

Mostly there are donkeys— 
tiny gray creatures with mourn¬ 
ful faces and dainty hooves 
that beat a stacatto story of 
patience on the asphalt road. 
Sometimes they carry a man or 
a woman or a Greek Orthodox 
priest, black bearded, black¬ 
haired and black-frocked. But 
more often they pull flimsy 
two-wheel carts loaded to the 
tipping point with vegetables 
or household goods or straw or 
hay or wood. There are dimin¬ 
utive horses, too, tired and 
dejected, heads bobbing pain¬ 
fully with every step. Bicycles, 
pushcarts, motorcycles, army 
trucks, tanks and jeeps, buses 
—enough buses to fill a U. S. 
city driver’s nightmare for 
months—flocks of sheep, goats 
and turkeys — these make up 
the traffic of our road. (If I 
haven’t mentioned automobiles, 
it is not through an oversight. 
It is because there are so few 
of them as to be negligible and 
those there are belong for the 
most part to Americans.) And

THE STRIKE ITSELF 
IS HOW THE ISSUE 

"There is No Right to Strike Against the 
Public Safety by Anybody, Anywhere, Anytime” 


When that was said to President Gompers 
of the American Federation of Labor by Cal¬ 
vin Coolidge thirty-four years ago, there was 
no law which expressly forbade a police strike 
in Boston, but the absolute and inescapable 
truth thus stated was immediately recognized 
and overwhelmingly approved by the people 
of the entire United States. It is just as indis¬ 
putably true and just as inescapable today. 1 

The strike against the electric service of 
3,000,000 people, served by the Southern Cali¬ 
fornia Edison Company, had it accomplished 
the purpose intended by those who called it, 
would have been much more destructive to the 
public safety, health and welfare than a strike 
against the police service. 

Fortunately, the loyalty to their duty of the 
great majority of Edison employees pre- 
yented the widespread public disaster which 
otherwise would have resulted from the strike 
caused by deluded and reckless union leaders. 

The strike is a resort to industrial war. 
Where public safety is seriously involved as in 
an electric utility, it is in no sense a legitimate 
or rightful weapon. It is a conspiracy both to 
abandon vital posts of duty and to prevent 
others from filling them, which effort, if suc¬ 
cessful, would immediately set in motion a 
chain of disastrous consequences causing f a- 
tal accidents, enormous loss of property and 
eventual paralysis of the community life. 

Like war, a strike sets free the emotions of 
hatred and the constant thought and threat of 
violence. Men and women on strike are victim¬ 
ized by their strike leaders into the delusion 
that it is they who are abused and the “win¬ 
ning of the strike” becomes almost a “holy 
cause.” The picket-line becomes a “sacred” 
place which no one must violate. Reason is de¬ 
throned. Although many of them expect to 
complete their working life with their Com¬ 
pany, during the strike they join in a common 
endeavor to destroy its good-will and capacity 
to serve. 

To have used this ugly and dangerous wea¬ 
pon at all against the public safety is wholly 
wrong and indefensible; but to make impos¬ 
sible demands of the Edison Company man¬ 
agement-demands which no informed per¬ 
son of normal judgment should have thought 
management had the power or right to meet- - 
and then to pull a strike against the public 
health, welfare and safety in pursuit of those 
demands is to go far beyond the limits of right 
and even of decency. 

We are now convinced from much evidence 
that Mr. Rapattoni, the man chiefly respon¬ 
sible for this strike, from the very first, was 
determined to have his way, including the im¬ 


position of compulsory union membership, or 
to call this strike. In other words, during the 
long four months in which he subjected the 
Company’s bargaining representatives to so 
much abuse, he was not in fact bargaining in 
good faith. This was, of course, strongly indi¬ 
cated by the fact that before even starting ne¬ 
gotiations, he insisted upon and obtained 
from his members authority to call a strike 
under the representation that he needed it to 
use in “collective bargaining.” 

Then, impossible demands both for a wholly 
unreasonable wage increase, and for compul¬ 
sory union membership, were made, and held 
to, during four months of bargaining (fre¬ 
quently stalled and delayed by Mr. Rapat¬ 
toni), despite explanation that the Company 
management had no right, power or authority 
to meet those demands. Finally, Mr. Rapat¬ 
toni made the meaningless gesture that he 
was willing to submit his demands to the con¬ 
sideration of a fact-finding committee. He 
knew, of course, that if the Company had no 
right to meet his wholly impossible demands 
that it could not empower anyone else to con¬ 
sider them with a view to their possible accept¬ 
ance. 

Again, therefore, we repeat: The Company 
management cannot give that which is not 
theirs to give. They cannot negotiate during 
this wrongful strike because collective bar¬ 
gaining cannot be conducted under coercion. 
And now that Mr. Rapattoni has so clearly 
shown how he uses and abuses such power as 
he has, no one should accept the responsibility 
of giving him more power. 

The foregoing leads unavoidably to these 
conclusions and this policy: 

The strike is now the only issue. Until it is 
abandoned, and picket lines withdrawn, there 
can be no negotiations by the Company with 
Local 47,1.B.E.W., A.F.L. The Company can¬ 
not negotiate during the strike free from 
some coercive influence of the strike, and 
hence without at least appearing to accept the 
strike as a legitimate device in “collective bar¬ 
gaining.” 

The negotiation or collective bargaining 
method of arriving at a contract with Local 
47,1.B.E.W., A.F.L., was repudiated, and the 
contract terminated, by the Union’s officers, 
and by their resort to this strike. The two 
methods—on the one hand peaceful negotia¬ 
tion, and on the other a strike against the pub¬ 
lic safety—are mutually exclusive and cannot 
be merged. By their choice of the second 
method, and so long as they pursue it, the Un¬ 
ion leaders have made peaceful negotiations 
impossible.

'Coffee Clutch 
Is Helpful To 
Better Health 


er” on company time. 

Although the coffee clutch 
Is thought of primarily in 
terms of its pleasant social as¬ 
pects, many of the more con¬ 
scientious will feel better to 
know that its existence is ac¬ 
tually based on sound reasons 
of better health and increased 
efficiency in production, espe¬ 
cially so in work which is 
monotonous or repetitive. 

Studies in industry show 
that short rest pauses during 
the middle of the morning and 
afternoon have a tendency to 
increase production despite the 
amount of time lost. One study 
revealed that there was a 6.2 
per cent increase in work out¬ 
put after a seven to ten minute 
pause during the morning. An¬ 
other study was made on girls 
employed in a labelling opera¬ 
tion. After establishing a ten 
minute morning break in which 
the girls were encouraged to 
have tea or cocoa and some 
food, their rate of production 
was recorded for an eight 
month period. Their efficiency

increased until their hourly 
rate of production was 13 per 
cent greater than in the pre- 
rest period. 

It is generally admitted that 
very few workers continue un¬ 
interruptedly at work through¬ 
out the entire day. They will 
take a rest even if there is no 
official time set aside. How- 
erer, it has been noted that if 
a work pause is sanctioned by 
authority, the worker is able 
to relax completely with no 
feeling that he is loafing on 
the job, and he will also take 
on nourishment. 

The importance of food dur¬ 
ing rest periods was first docu¬ 
mented in a time study analy¬ 
sis of production jobs during 
the last war. There Was found 
to be a consistent slump in 
production in the middle of the 
morning and the middle of the 
afternoon. Carefully controlled 
experiments have proved that 
these slumps can be most ade¬ 
quately controlled by the ad¬ 
ministration of one gram of 
carbohydrate. 


Thus the person who takes 
on sugars or starches during 
the coffee clutch can at least 
argue from a scientific basis, 
that although he may not be 
practicing good weight control, 
he is increasing his production 
efficiency. 


Drive slower at night,

In every day slang this cus¬ 
tom is referred to as the coffee 
clutch; officially it is most oft¬ 
en designated as the ten min¬ 
ute break. Some of the more 
serious-minded, who perhaps 
in order to cover up a feeling 
of guilt that the world’s great 
work has come to a momentary 
halt, have dignified this wel¬ 
come respite from the day’s toil 
as nutrition hour. The word, 
nour, doesn’t mean of course, 
that anyone is epxected to take 
nearly that long for a "breath-
